Washington, July 5.—The crisis be- 


tween the United tStates and Mexico 
virtually came to an end today when a 
frienly note from the de facto govern- 
ment was handed to Secretary Lansing 
and promptly communicated to Presi- 
dent Wilson, 


A formal statement of the attitude 


of the Washington government must 
await the president's action, but there 
is no doubt in 
the minds 'of 
officials 


that the way has been opened for an 
amicable adjustment of the disputes as 
to the border situation, which brought 
the two governments to the verge of 
war.. Secretary Lansing himself would 
make no comment. 
He gave the im- 


pression, however, that General Car- 
ranza'c suggestions that there is no 
pending question between the govern- 
ments which cannot be readily answer- 
ed by friendly negotiations, meets with 
quick sympathy here. 


Mr. Lansing is known to share Pres- 


ident Wilson's desire that hostilities 
be avoided if ther is any possible way 
to safeguard the .American border in. 
le-rests without a clash with the Car- 
ranza government. 


The new communication from Mexi- 


co so plainly indicates a similar de- 
sire, a further interchange of views 
is expected to begin immediately look- 
ing to joint etforts to curb' border 
ban- 


dits and other irresponsible 'agencies 
that have worked to embroil tne two 
governments. 


Washington, July 5.—A reply of the 
' de facto" government of Mexico to 
the demands of the United States, 
conciliatory in terms, and giving as- 
surances of a desire to reach a 
friendly adjustment of the difficulties 
between the two countries, was deliv- 
ered to tiie state department, today by 
tfie Mexican embassy attache. 
As soon as the' translation of the 
Spanish text could be made, it was 
sent to the White House. Until Sec- 
retary Lansing and President Wilson 
have had 
an opportunity to confer, 
there will be 
no formal comments. 


But some state department 
officials 
did not attempt to conceal the fact 
that they considered the note satis- 
factory and likely to remove all dan- 
ger of war.

GREEK SPY, ACTOR, 


PROTESTS AS SHOT 


Condemned for Alleged Disclosure of 


Military Information to Army of 


Kaiser.

Paris, July S.-^The Greek spy Con- 
doyannis, formerly an actor, was shot 
at daybreak on May 26 in front of 
the artillery targets at Vincennes. He 
was condemned on March 16 for giv- 
ing ,Uie Germans information, as to 
numbers and movements of troops in 
France, and had since vainly 
ex- 
hausted all means of appeal including 
that of • applying to the president of 
the Republic. 


On the morning of his 
execution 
Condoyannis was awakened in his 
cell at half past two and told that his 
time had come. He dressed slowly, 
repeating that he wanted to' make 
further statements, but 
interrupting 
himself every now and then to say 
to the guards, "So you insist that I 
shall be shot?" 
When dressed, Condoyannis was or- 
dered into a wagon drawn by two 
horses on a journey of half an hour's 
duration to the "butts." Getting out 
of the wagon 
he 
walked, 
lirinly 
enough, the guards say, to the wood- 
en post at which he was to stand to 
be shot, but kept constantly exclaim- 
ing, "I protest, I protest." Wliile he 
was still protesting the guards be- 
gan to • bandage his eyes, but Con- 
doyannis tore the cloth away saying 
he would give the order to fire him- 
self.At this point he began to make a 
speech.

He got so far hut no further—at this 
moment the officer commanding the 
firing party lowered his sword and 
Condoyannis fell pierced by a dozen 
balls.

Viscount Bryce Makes Reply to Amer. 


leans' Opinion on European

London, July 5.—Presiding today at 


a luncheon given by the Pilgrims to 
James M. 'Beck, former assistant at- 
torney general of -the United States, 
Viscount Bryce aaid he had received 
an address signed by...some-Americans, 
a large proportion of whom had come 
from Germany, saying "The war must 
end in a draw; why not make peace 
at once and save further bloodshed?" 


Viscount Bryce then gave hia opin- 
ion why neither British nor their al- 
lies could follow that advice. Yield- 
ing to none in his love of peace, he 
declared: 
"We cannot agree to any 
such peace as is suggested either by 
these gentlemen or by the 
German 
government. 
"We do not believe the war will 'be 
a draw.' The allies are going to" win. 
We believe this not merely because 
our army is driving back the Ger- 
mans/ nor 
because 
French troops 
have been standing like a rock -with 
magnificent valor agiUnst furious at- 
tacks made on Verdun. We believe it 
becuase the allies will prove to be 
stronger on land than the Germans 
and because we hold unshakable con- 
trol of the sea."

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AMERICANS DETESTED 


IN AUSTRIAN CAPITAL 


Native Son Returning From Vienna 


Says Austrians Hate 
Americans 


Because of English Spoken. 


London. July f>.—Americans are de- 
cidedly persona nou grata in Vienna. 
Enclish are detested as much by 
the -Vienese as they are by the Ger- 
mans, according TO an American just 
returned from the Austrian capital. 
Americans are hated because 
they 
speaii English. 
'It is unsafe for Americans to speak 
English in the streets and cafes," said 
the American. 
" 'Wt> hate everything English,' said 
two Austrian officers to me," added 
the American. "I happened to he in 
a cafe u.ear Graben with some attaches 
from thp American embassy, and, as 
ivas quite natural, I was speaking Eng- 
lish with them. 
"Tl'c oflicers repeated their remark, 
whereupon I wrote on my card that I 
was an American, and offered it to 
tt:em. 
"They declined to take my card and 
asserted more loudly than before that 
they did not care whether we were 
English or Americans. 
"Everyone in the cafe got excited, 
stood up and yelled at us, 'Out with 
you! 
Get out! Throw them out!' 
"\Ve defied the two officers to give us 
•their cards, which they refused. 
We 
threw down our cards on the table and 
left."Another day. having said a few 
wordr in English over the telephone 
in a cafe, I was insulted as I left the 
telephone cabin by a man who said, 
•\Ve want no English here,' to which I 
replied, 'And we wouldn't want you 
in the states.'" 
According to this American, all Vi- 
ennese 
shops 
prominently 
display 
postcards, boxes 
of matches 
and 
badges of all varieties, with the motto 
inscribed, "God punish England." 
The "V iennese are of the opinion that 
the war is all over but the shouting, 
with the central empires on top. 
They crowd about the cafes daily, 
listen to the gipsey bands and drink 
10 tho health of the army. 
Though only women, children and 
old men remain as civilions they look 
upon the daily rations of bread, sugar 
and other necessities of life as a mili- 
tary necessity which will soon fade 
away when the central empire? deem 
it prudent to make peace. 
Scattered throughout Vienna are 
numerous government depots for the 
reception of trass, copper and oth^r 
metals. 


The windows are placarded wit! 
poster.-: three feet tisrh, with a picture 
of a big howizer firing an enormous 
shell, and under it the inscription, 
Your government needs copper for 
these shells." 


The people have given practically 
all the copper they possess but have 
received a good price from the govern- 
ment for it.

Constantinople, July 5.—Turkey is 
about to adopt its first tariff law' un- 
hindered by foreign interference. Up 
to the outbreak of the war the Gov- 
ernment's hands were bounr'. by obli- 
gations 
undertaken 
in 
connection 
.with the public debt, so that it was 
not able to change its tariff- without 
the consent of the 
great 
poweis, 
-which- found-it to their 
interest, to 
keept the Turkish.-duti.es as low as 


possible. 
For many yearn thev kept 
them at eight per -cent, ad valorem 
and lower. Turkish statesmen ofteh 
pointed out that the duties were too 
low to yield sufficient revenue, and 
the Government long demanded their 
consent-for an increa*;. 
Germanv 
gave its consent about fifteen year's 
ago, but England and France refused 
till several years ago, 
when 
they 
agreed to an -increase -to eleven per 
cent. 
Soon after Turkey joined the 
Central Powers and entered the war 
tho Government denounced the

called 
"capitulations," or 
arrange- 
ments which gave the foreign powers 
special rights in Turkey, 
including 
their control over the tariff system.

of ten days was ordained in the year 
1582, and was immediately and exact- 
ly followed out by Spain, Portugal and 
parts of Italy, and very soon in France 
and the Low countries. But most of 
the Protestant states resisted 
the 


papal edict for more than a century. 
In 1585 a bill was brought before the 
British parliament, proposing to adopt 
the Gregorian calendar, but it does not 
appear to have passed beyond its sec- 
ond reading in the house of lords 
It 


was not until 1751, after nearly two 
centuries of confusion and inconveni- 
ence, that England and Ireland adopt- 
ed the Gregorian calendar.

Cervantes and Shakespeare, Cervan- 
tes died April 23, 1616; Shakespeare
